July 13.—Yesterday's work on the 
ruins wrought by Monday's horrible 
fire resulted in the finding of one 
more body, the mass of flesh being 
brought to light not by the men in the 
employ of the World's Columbian ex- 
position management, but through the 
efforts of two brothers of the victim. 
The body found was that of E. A. 
Drummond, superintendent of the Bar- 
ter Elcctrie.Co., and the circumstances 
attending its recovery are peculiarly 
horrifying. 


David and Robert Drummond were 


upon the scene at 7 o'clock yesterday 
morning, expecting aid in the prosecu- 
tion of the search for the body of their 
brother, which, the men have asserted 
evei since the fire, would be found 
near the stack, but only twelve men 
appeared, to begin work, and the 
were taken to another part of the ruins 
by their foreman, where they worked 
during the day 


As soon as the brothers saw that no 


effoitswere being made to search the 
debris near the stack, they threw off 


the heat of the broiling

In neither ease can 


their judgment be relied upon to form 
a rule of discipline for the guidance 
of school teachers. The bad boy will 
continue to deserve and to repay with 
better behavior hit needful thrashings, 
and even the good boy will sometimes 
err and will profit by eorpOral reproofs. 


The truth about the physical punish- 


ment, we may take it, is that it is indis- 
pensable—an evil, perhaps, but a neces- 
sary one. It must be borne, but in or- 
der to attain success with the least pos- 
sible amount of Injurious friction it 
must also be regulated. There must bo 
no impulsive pulling about, no random 
strokes with the hand or the ruler, 
no ear-boxing, with its 
probable 


sequel — the 
ruptured 
tympanum^ 


The head should never be struck, 
not 
even 
slapped. 
We may say 


the same for the body, but for one most 
tender but safely padded prominence 
which appears to mark the naturally 
appointed seat of childish affliction 
We need hardly emphasize the impor- 
tance of guarding jealously all displays 
of temper while inflicting punishment 
No doubt this is difficult with refrac- 
tory children, but such a degree of self- 
government as will enable parents or 
teachers to avoid the angry moments is, 
nevertheless requisite for success. 


A case occurred lately which illus- 


trates this point It was that of a boy 
who was beaten about the back and 
head the day following a school misde- 
meanor. Singularly enough he injured 
his head next day, and, being at the 
time in poor health, though believed to 
be well, died in a week from tubercular 
meningitis. At once his teacher was 
blamed, but, prflof being brought that 
the chastisement inflicted was deliber- 
ate, orderly and proportionate, though 
the means employed were not quite 
regular, he was entirely exonerated at 
a subsequent inquest It would indeed 
in many cases render the duties of a 
schoolmaster as barren as difficult if he 
were not allowed a reasonable freedom 
in physical correction. The possible 
occurrence of such incidents as the 
above must, however, impress what w« 
have said as to methoft in its applica- 
tion.—London Lancet

A Queer Cage. 


The trial ot a man who olaime to be 


William Newby, a former member of 
Company D., Fortieth Illinois infantry, 
and who his comrades thought was killed 
•t8hilohu>1862,ia attracting wide atten- 
tion. The story, in abort, is that it wee 
generally accepted that Newby was 
killed in the battle ot Sluloh and his 
body identified and buried the next d*y 
by hi* comrades. 
But about eighteen 


months ago a demented being in the 
White oonnty almshonee, in his lucid 
momenta, claimed his name was William 
Newby. 
The wife and eons ot the sup- 


posed dead boldier still lived on the farm 
from which be went to the war, and being 
notified of the claims of the man m 
the almshonee, they went to see him and 
recognized him as the husband and 
father who was supposed to have been 
killed; but be claimed tbat he waa never 
married. 
Taken to the farm be recog- 


nized many things, among which was 
bis mothers grave, and eventually his 
Mason seemed to return entirely aad he 
1*0*11*4 big marriage end recognized 
Mm. N*wbr*t,faJ« *>«» end took up bis 
Bbod* with th* family. H« deirj>«l that 
b*b«4b**«hKlntBebeadbya minwe 
ball m the battle, waa oaptored, placed 
in prison and when released was nnable 
to think rationally acd became a 
wanderer, and for thirty years tramped 
from jail to jail, and from alme-honae to 
•Ims-honse, at last by accident landing in 
White county where he was recognized aa 
before stated. Mm. Newby had been draw- 
ing a pension as tb* widow of William 
Newby, and of course as soon as the 
above facts were made known her pen- 
sion was stopped by the commissioner ot 
pension*, whereupon William Newby ap- 
plied for a pennon and the pebJhn de- 
partment at once set on foot an investi- 
gation of bis claims and has come to the 
conclusion tbat the claimant is not 
William Newby but an impostor and 
that he bail* from Tennessee, and was 
there well known as Daniel Bentou or 
'Rickety Dan," and that the scar on bis 
head which he claims ia the result of a 
wound received afcflhiloh is in fact the 
result ot^n injury received by a board 
falling upon him while at work as a car- 
penter, and thai be waa not in the 
army at all. Hundreds of witnesses 
have been anmmnned from White oonnty 
and also from Tennessee. Among them 
are Mr*. Newby, who will testify that the 
man u none other than her lawful hnE- 
band, and Mrs. Benton, ot Tenneasc*, 
who will testify tbat the man is Daniel 
Benton, her lawful husband. The gov- 
ernment is prooeonting tor attempt to 
•eonre a pension by false representation, 
and the defendant has able counsel rep- 
resenting him. It the person is not Wil- 
liam Newby, aa ba claims to be, both 
women will lose him as a husband, as he 
will be imprisoned. Bat the story told 
by the claimant ia not an unreasonable 
one, aa many oaase are on record where 
oonfoslra of the reasoning faculties re- 
sulting from a pressure of the skull upon 
the brain have, after years ot endurance, 
disappesied entirely, often very suddenly. 
And again, it was a common thing dur- 
ing the war in burying the dead the next 


to mistake tb* identity of the bodies.

A NEW SWINDLE. 


Agriculturists are Being Worked 


by a Butter Compound. 


Th* department ot agriculture at Wash- 


ington is investigating a new kind of 
swindle which has been brought to it* 
attention by a number of victims. The 
scheme i* intended to fleece farmers, and 
consists ot a ''gilt edge butter compound,' 
which is being advertised through agn 
cultural newspapers and alto by oircnlara 
and postal cards. 
According to the 


advertisements a pinch ot the compound 
put in a chum with one pound of soft 
butter will transfer the latter into two 
pounds ot good batter. The compound 
is simply pepsin. 
Mixed with butter it 


produces an emulsion which enables the 
butter to take np an equal weight ot 
milk without altering its appearance 
materially. Any other digestive ferment, 
such aa rennet, will accomplish the some 
teeult 
The "oompqnnd" is cold at the 


rate of (2.50 fcr a two ounce box, the 
actual value being about three cents. 
One d eacvantage ot its use is tbat 
butter mcnnfsctnred in the way de- 
scribed quickly spoil*. It ia an adultera- 
ted food product, and should be pro- 
hibited by law. One firm has declared 
its intrntion to spend 9125,000 in adver- 
tising the fraudulent substance the 
present year.
